r who examined the youngster. 


Judge John A. Titsworth of the 


Rush circuit court ordered the 
boy to be taken to Indianapolis 
for a physical and mental exami- 
nation before passing judgment 
in his case. Young Shank will 
face a hearing before Judge 
Titsworth in juvenile court Fri- 
day morning. 


Dr. Oilman reported that the 
' boy was unable to do the simp- 


lest problems although he stated 
that he had been in the eighth 
grade at school. The report 
showed that the boy laughed in 
a silly, manner at the most seri- 
ous things and did not recognize 
the enormity of his crimes. His 
memory and educational attain- 


i ments were described as being 
\ similar to those of a child of ten. 
\\ The physician stated that he 


felt the youth was so inadaptable 
that he always would remain an 
institutional case, adding that 
his mentality is such that he 
cannot be held responsible for 
acts and should not be returned 
to society at any time but should 
be institutionalized. 


The boy confessed last week to 


burning a large dairy barn and 
a large horse barn at the state 
institution in successive early- 
morning fires. When questioned 
bv L. A. Cortner, superintendent 
at the home, Edward readily ad- 
mitted starting the fires and re- 
lated a clear account 
manner in which he 
them.

store. Two radios in the window

A total amount of $1,101.59 was 


raised for Red Cross work this 
year in Rush county, according to 
an announcement made by Mrs.

proximately $200 less than the 
fund raised last year, workers 
were exceptionally pleased with 
the result in view of general 
business conditions.

Indianapolis, Dec. 11—(A.P.)— 


The mileage in the Indiana state 
highway system increased from 
5,000 mies to approximately 6,000 
miles during the fiscal year end- 
ing Sept. 30, according to the an- 
nual report of A. H. Hinkle, main- 
tenance director 
of the • state 


highway system, which will be 
filed shortly with the commis- 
sion. 


The report will show that dur- 


ing the same year, greater prog- 
ress was made at developing 
state roads than in any similar 
twelve-month period. 


The report will say that not 


only was the state road system 
enlarged, but that hundreds of 
miles of high type pavements and 
good secondary roads expanded 
through early completion of 
juilding contracts. Most of the 
6,000 miles in the system—1,000 
miles of which- were absorbed 
during the last twelve months— 
are under active maintenance, 
;he report will say. 


A year ago there were 254 


miles of secondary bituminous 
roads, while today there are 330 
miles of this type. These second- 
ary pavements are of high qual- 
ty and carry traffic at all seasons 
of the year except heavy trucking 
during spring thaws.

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VETERANS WHO NEED AID 


The legislative program which the Veterans of 


Foreign Wars will place before Congress this 
winter includes one item that ought to draw the 
endorsement of Americans in all parts of the 
country; a clause urging that hospitalization in 
government hospitals in the south be made free 
to Confederate veterans. 


Under the 
existing 
regulations, 
disabled 


veterans of all wars are entitled to free hospitali- 
zation in government institutions. This regula- 
tion, however, includes among Civil "War veterans 
only the men who wore the blue. The ex- 
'Confederate is out of luck. 


Yet throughout the southern states there are 


comparatively large numbers of Confederate 
veterans who are suffering the disabilities of 
advancing years and who have been forced, by 
poverty, to seek help from charitable institutions. 


"Our organization.," says Edwin S. Bettelheim, 


Jr., chairman of the V. F. W. legislative commit- 
tee, "believes that these veterans are entitled to 
the same hospitalization privileges that are being 
granted to other veterans. 


"They fought for a cause they believed to be 


right, and today they are honored and respected 
citizens of this country. Their sons and grand- 
sons served with honor in the Spanish-American 
and World Wars, and while these younger 
veterans are entitled to all the benefits a gener- 
ous government has seen fit to bestow upon those 
who have served, these aged veterans are left to 
shift for themselves. 


"Legislative action that will take care of these 


few surviving Confederate veterans will not only 
achieve much toward solidifying still further the 
north and the south, but will also demonstrate to 
the world once again that America stands, more 
than ever, as an indivisible unit." 


There is not a great deal that can be added to 


that statement of the case. The proposal of the 
Veterans of Foreign Wars is eminently logical 


and sane. It is to be hoped'that Congress will 
adopt it at .the earliest opportunity.

has 3,164 miles of virtually high 
grade pavement. 


In addition to pavement, the 


state system shows 393 miles of 
oiled mat surface which, during 
fall and winter are as suitable to 
drive over as any pavement. 
Hinkle says. There are 237 miles 
of lighter oiled surfaces, bringing 
the .dustless surfaces to 
3,794 


miles on September 30. During 


the summer the 
commission 


treated 237 miles with calcium 
chloride to lay dust, but this 
treatment has practically disap- 
peared by early fall. 
Since September, approximate- 


ly 50 miles of pavement was com- 
pleted, thus making a total of 
3,200 miles of pavement in the 
Indiana state road system at this 
time. Counting the pavement and 
oiled surfaces, there are nearly 
3,800 miles of dustless highways. 
With the exception of 88 miles 
of earth roads absorbed just a 
few weeks ago, the remainder of 
the system is surfaced with eith- 
er gravel or stone. 
The greater degree of complet- 


ed roads, as regards paving this 
last fiscal year compared with 
1929, is illustrated by the number 
of miles torn>up for construction 
on September 30, which a year 
ago aggregated 173 miles, com- 
pared to only 63 miles on the 
same date this year. Since Sep 
tember 30 this year virtually ev- 
ery paving contract is completed 
and the public using the new 
surface. 
Hinkle said that few realize 


the rapidity at which Indiana is 
developing the state road system 
or the important position the 
state occupies in the national 
network of cross-country high 
ways. By selecting the route one 
may now drive to the majority 
of the more populous cities in 
this state over paved or dustless 
highways, and it will be only a 
few years at the present rate ol 
progress, until every county seat 
city in Indiana may be reached 
on pavement, he said.
